Enemy vessels, captured by

At first, prize money was 
awarded to naval officers and 
bluejackets alone, but ear 
January, 1776, Congress p: 
ed a law allowing marines a 


{share in the proceeds obtain- 


ed from captured enemy ships. 

During the War of 1812, the 
American warship President 
captured the packet Swallow 
which had about $168,000 in 
specie aboard. The money was 
brought ashore and deposited 
in the State Bank at Boston. 


It was customary at this | 


time to allot one-half of the 


| prize money to the U. S. Gov- 


ernment; the remaining half 
was divided among officers 
and men, each member of the 
crew being allotted a certain 
proportion of the money ac- 
cording to his respective rank. 


While this appeared to be a| 


fairly liberal arrangement, in 


some cases it was urged that] 


the entire proceeds of the cap- 
ture be awarded to the victori- 
ous bluejackets and marines 

It is probable that few of 
the vessels captured in the 
War of 1812 yielded as much 
as $168.000.
